REMARKS 



On March 7, 2005, the Examiner mailed a Notice of Allowance indicating that Claims 
1,4, 6-9, 1 1-13 and 21-37 were allowed. In accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.312, Applicant 
hereby requests cancellation of Claim 8 from which no other claims depend.
